WASHINGTON (UPD - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy Friday night held 
an “interesting” two-hour meet­ 
ing with Sov iet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyk o withwit any im­ 
mediate sign whether they had 
eased the East-West deadlock on 
Berlin. 
The “interesting” label was pin­ 
ned on the White House meeting 
by Secretary of State Dean Rusk , 
who sat in on the conference. He 
added that it was “more or less a 
continuation” of talk s he held with 
Gromyk o

Gromyk o called the conference 
"useful.” But he indicated strong­ 
ly that there had been no change 
in Russia’s determination to sign 
a separate peace treaty with East 
Germany — a mov e that could 
endanger the Allied pmition in 
Berlin. 
“I think this conv ersation was 
useful,” Gromyk o said. “It will 
be useful. We touched on sev ­ 
eral important matters cwiceming 
relations between the Sov iet Union 
and the United States.

Reds Explode 
Most Powerful 
Nuclear Bomb 


W^ SHINGTON (UPI) — Russia 
Friday exi^oded the 18th and per­ 
haps most powerful nuclear bomb 
in its fallout-producing tests that 
started Sept. 1. 
The explosicm was disclosed 
early in the day by French atom­ 
ic energy agency sources who 
described it as the biggest of the 
current Sov iet test series.

In other areas, too, pressures are felt for 
bolstering domestic products against increasing 
foreign competition. Textile and plastica indus­ 
tries are among those seek ing changes in import 
quotas and tariff rates to protect their home 
mark ets. 
Labor unions, although committed by their 
national leadership to a free-trade policy , are 
disturbed by its cost in jobs. The invasion of 
automobiles made by less costly labor abroad 
is not lost upon Reuther’s auto work ers, nor is 
the increasing flow of electronic components 
from Japan lost upon the electrical work ers. 
American industry has been able to offset 
some of this competition by investment in plants 
abroad, where cheaper labor enables it to com­ 
pete for foreign mark ets. The result of this, of 
course, is that American plants abroad are com­ 
peting with American planU at home for world 
trade. 
Next y ear's Congressional session can ex­ 
pect increased pressure for tariff protection, 
and there will probably be more “Buy American“ 
action, too. But another way to meet foreign 
competition is to unshack le our native ingenuity 
from outdated restrictions by unions and govern­ 
ment

WASHINGTON-It can now be 
revealed that the talk s between 
President Kennedy , Foreign Min­ 
ister Gromy k o, and Secretary of 
State Rusk have reached a point 
where the Berlin crisis may soon 
be over. Both sides are very close 
together. 
Gromy k o basically has ask ed 
for two things. 
1. Settlement of all World War 
n boundaries, which really means 
fiixng the Oder-ri« we line be­ 
tween East Germany and Polgnd. 
This present no problems for the 
United States. 
2. Agreement that no nuclear 
arms shall go to West Germany . 
This 
is understandable, 
and 
President Kennedy is willing to 
go along The Russians have had 
a deep-seated worry about Ger­ 
man rearmament—as have other 
European naticms 
Many West 
Germans themselves d(Mi’t lik e the 
idea of nuclear arms on their soil, 
and even de Gaulle has banned 
them on French soil 
The United States in turn has 
wanted two main points.

WASHINGTON - Within

aerious consideration is now being 
given to sending American troof« 
to South Vietnam, in (M-der to have 
a reserve locally available in 
case of intensified CommuniM ag- 
greuicm. 
Little public attmtion has y et 
been given to the increasingly

Asia, because all attention has 
been absorbed 
by

Berlin 
crisis. Until recently , the same 
rule held for all the higher policy ­ 
mak ers of the U.S. government, 
except for the small group es­ 
pecially assigned to the Southeast 
Asian task force. But the hard 
pressure of events has fcH-ced 
a 
shift of focus. 
The step being immediately con­ 
sidered is not as dramatic as it 
may sound in summary . Even if 
the decision is affirmative, the 
number of troops to be sent to 
South Vietnam will not be large. 
A couple of reinforced regimental 
ccmibat teams, with ample trans­ 
port back -up to mak e them highly 
mobile, would appear to meet the 
existing requirements. 
Furthermore, even if sent, these 
additimal American fcn-ces will 
not be destined for immediate 
combat. They will merely be used 
to strengthen the existing mili­ 
tary aid training group in South 
Vietnam, unless and until the sit­ 
uation suddenly worsens. 
The 
idea, as already indicated, is only 
to iH'ovide a hard, fully ready , 
fully mobile reserve on the spot. 
The need for such a reserve is 
now urgent because of the grave 
recent changes in the South Viet­ 
namese situati(Mi which were re­ 
cently first reported in this space.

Inside Washington

ra ORTAGE — One of Washing­ 
ton’s swank iest hotels has been 
disturbed for months over the ab­ 
sence o f a most necessary item— 
the red carpet it rolls out for dig­ 
nitaries. 
Several months ago. President 
Kennedy attended a function at 
the hotel and. ever since, the car­ 
pet has been missing. The man­ 
agement searched high and low 
in his establishment for the miss­ 
ing rug and couldn’t find it. But 
he was convinced that the loss 
had nothing to do with the pres­ 
ence of the President, so 1» final­ 
ly ntXified police. 
Swne patient detective wort on 


the part of the local police final­ 
ly located the 1« by 24 ft. carpet 
in the attic of 
a wrrk man. The 
rug had been reeled up after 
Kennedy departed and thrown 
into a van carry ing the public ad­ 
dress sy stem used by the Presi­ 
dent in mak ing a speech there. 
The thief removed it frwn the 
van and stored it in his attic, 
never dreaming H would be trac­ 
ed back to him. Now, the hotel 
has its rug back and the thief 
has six months to serve in the 
local jail. And the Kennedy staff, 
who were questirmed by the po­ 
lice. can breathe 
easily once 
more. 


The mere act 
o i 
constituting 
such a reserve in South Vietnam 
might act as a deterrent, causing 
the C(xnmunists to draw back . 
But even the potential, condition­ 
al engagement o i American com­ 
bat units in Southeast Asia is not 
an attractive prospect, to put it 
mildly . 
On the other hand, the ned for 
this k ind of insurance is obvious 
and urgent, on the face of the 
k nown facts. The South Vietna­ 
mese army has long been engag­ 
ed in a harsh, uphill fight against 
the Communist guerrillas alone. 
The sudden entry of a consider­ 
able force of Communist regulars, 
resulting in a dramatic locd suc­ 
cess for the Cwnmunists, could 
have irreparable affects on pub­ 
lic cmfidence and army morale. 
After that, it might be a case 
of humpty -dumpty -off-the-wall. 
President Kennedy has repeat­ 
edly said that he would not per­ 
mit a Communist tak e-over in 
South Vietnam. The increasingly 
threatening 
situation 
there, as 
well as the worsening outlook in 
LaM, caused the last minute in­ 
sert im of the stern paragraph on 
Southeast Asia into the Presi­ 
dent’s speech to the U.N. 
These are the best pointers to 
the trend of thought in the gov­ 
ernment. Nrxietheless, a final de­ 
cision may be deferred for a 
while, despite the risk s of not 
tak ing out insurance at once. One 
reason the decision is extra-com­ 
plex, and therefore extra-difficult, 
is the link between South Viet­ 
nam and the neighboring corridor- 
country , Laos. Bey ond the South 
Vietnamese 
decisicm, 
in 
fact, 
there almost certainly lies a Laos 
decision, which look s even uglier. 


The above terms follow closely 
along the lines both Premier 
Khrushchev and President Ken­ 
nedy outlined to me in 
late 
August. I talk ed to each within 
four day s of seeing the other and 
it was obvious that they were 
basically close together The chief 
problems bothering them were the 
intervening German 
lections in 
mid-September, a certain amount 
of opposition fro mt u Red Army , 
and worry over Kennedy ’s politi­ 
cal 
opponents, especially the 
Goldwater right wing of the Re­ 
publican Party 
In the interim, however, the 
world has been arou.sed by the 
resumption of nuclear testing, by 
political speeches on both sides, 
by the growlh of .lohn Birchism, 
and by a hardening of opinion in 
the United States that can be 
extremely dangerous when two 
countries are on the brink of war. 
Some of this may have been 
necessary . 
The 
Rusisans 
are 
tough bargainers and frequently 
overplay their hand before they 
sit down at a conference table, 
just as Jimmy Hoffa, Walter 
Reuther and Dave McDonald al­ 
way s ask for more than they ex­ 
pect to get Both the USA and the 
USSR in this case acted lik e 
Walter Reuther and the big auto 
companies before they sign a new 
contract Neither wants a strik e, 
but both sound as if they wouldn’t 
y ield a single inch to avoid one. 
National sentiment in the USA, 
however, is a lot different from 
sentiment inside a labor union. 
The United Auto Work ers will go 
bac k to work as if nothing had 
happened, as the Ford strik e is 
settled. But free-think ing coun­ 
tries aren’t the same way . People 
get impassioned and emotional 
and 
don’t 
get 
over 
grudges 
against a potential enemy —the 
way a union can drop its jist of 
grievances against an employ er. 
So once the Berlin crisis is over, 
both governments will have to 
exert some effective leadership to 
dispel 
the 
current 
acrimony . 
Premier Khrushchev told me he 
wanted to invite President Ken­ 
nedy to Moscow and give him the 
greatest receptim in history - 
after Berlin was settled. This 
would help dispel the war clouds. 
Even more important would be 
the adoption of ‘a’ y ear of peace’’ 
similar to the “geo^y sical y ear.’’ 
whereby both sides, in honor of

In Alabama, at least, the current “Buy 
American” sentiment is taking concrete form. 
That state’s highway department has ruled that 
from now on all steel used in highway work 
must be American-made. 
In other areas, too, pressures are felt for 
bolstering domestic products against increasing 
foreign competition. Textile and plastics indus­ 
tries are among those seeking changes in import 
quotas and tariff rates to protect their home 
markets. 
Labor unions, although committed by their 
national leadership to a free-trade policy, are 
disturbed by its cost in jobs. The invasion of 
automobiles made by less costly labor abroad 
Is not lost upon Reuther’s auto workers, nor is 
the increasing flow of electronic components 
from Japan lost upon the electrical workers. 
American industry has been able to offset 
some of this competition by investment in plants 
abroad, where cheaper labor enables it to com­ 
pete for foreign markets. The result of this, of 
course, is that American plants abroad are com­ 
peting with American plants at home for world 
trade. 
Next year's Congressional session can ex­ 
pect increased pressure for tariff protection, 
and there will probably be more “Buy American” 
action, too. But another way to meet foreign 
competition is to unshackle our native ingenuity 
from outdated restrictions by unions and govern­ 
ment.

I shall believe what I choose to believe 
I have lived in many countries, with peoples of 
many faiths and have long learned that there are 
many roads to God and that not one of them is paved 
with gold or with mother of pearl.

Kennedy and Khrushchev Believed 
Near Agreement On Berlin Crisis

WASHINGTON—It can now be 
revealed that the talks between 
President Kennedy. Foreign Min­ 
ister Gromyko, and Secretary of 
State Rusk have reached a point 
where the Berlin crisis may soon 
be over. Both sides are very close 
together. 
Gromyko basically has asked 
for two things: 
1. Settlement of all World War 
n boundaries, which really means 
fiixng the Oder-riesse line be­ 
tween East Germany and Poland, 
This present no problems for the 
United States, 
2. Agreement that no nuclear 
arms shall go to West Germany. 
This 
is 
understandable, 
and 
President Kennedy is willing to 
go along. The Russians have had 
a deep-seated worry about Ger­ 
man rearmament—as have other 
European 
nations. 
Many West 
Germans themselves don't like the 
idea of nuclear arms on their soil, 
and even de Gaulle has banned 
them on French soil. 
The United States in turn has 
wanted two main points 
I. Guarantees for the freedom 
and independence of West Berlin, 
with a part of the United Nations 
stationed there 
2 Guarantee of free access to 
West Berlin through East Ger­ 
many. 
The Soviet Union is agreeable to 
both, though some details have 
to be ironed out regarding East

control 
of 
access to 
Berlin 


Situation In South Vietnam Becoming Critical 


WASHINGTON - Within 
the 
policy-making circle, quiet but 
serious consideration is now being 
given to sending American troops 
to South Vietnam, in order to have 
a reserve locally available in 
case of intensified Communist ag­ 
gression. 
Little public attention has yet 
been given to the increasingly 
critical 
situation 
in 
Southeast 
Asia, because all attention has 
been absorbed 
by 
the 
Berlin 
crisis. Until recently, the same 
rule held for all the higher policy­ 
makers of the U.S. government, 
except for the small group es­ 
pecially assigned to the Southeast 
Asian task force 
But the hard 
pressure of events has forced a 
shift of focus. 
The step being immediately con­ 
sidered is not as dramatic as it 
may sound in summary. Even if 
the decision is affirmative, the 
number of troops to be sent to 
South Vietnam will not be large. 
A couple of reinforced regimental 
combat teams, with ample trans­ 
port back-up to make them highly 
mobile, would appear to meet the 
existing requirements. 
Furthermore, even if sent, these 
additional American forces will 
not be destined for immediate 
combat They will merely be used 
to strengthen the existing mili­ 
tary aid training group in South 
Vietnam, unless and until the sit­ 
uation suddenly worsens. 
The 
idea, as already indicated, is only 
to provide a hard, fully ready, 
fully mobile reserve on the spot. 
The need for such a reserve is 
now urgent because of the grave 
recent changes in the South Viet­ 
namese situation which were re­ 
cently first reported in this space. 
In brief, the North Vietnamese 
Communists have now gory fur* 
thur than

infiltration

small guerrilla groups into South 
Vietnam 
Using the Laos corridor opened 
to them by the disordered Laotian 
situation, the Communists have 
built up in South Vietnam a sub­ 
stantial force of regularly arm­ 
ed troops, probably amounting to 
three or four regiments.

small engagements, and are hid­

sideration now has to be given, 
and is being given, to forming 
the needed reserve in South Viet­ 
nam with a small number of 
crack American troops 
The choice is very ugly indeed. 


Inside Washington

SHORTAGE — One of Washing­ 
ton’s swankiest hotels has been 
disturbed for months over the ab­ 
sence of a most necessary item— 
the red carpet it rolls out for dig­ 
nitaries. 
Several months ago. President 
Kennedy attended a function at 
the hotel and, ever since, the car­ 
pet has been missing. The man­ 
agement searched high and low 
in his establishment for the miss­ 
ing rug and couldn't find it. But 
he was convinced that the loss 
had nothing to do with the pres­ 
ence of the President, so he final­ 
ly notified police. 
Some patient detective work on 


the part of the local police final­ 
ly located the 16 by 24 ft. carpet 
in the attic of a workman 
The 
rug had been rolled up after 
Kennedy departed and 
thrown 
into a van carrying the public ad­ 
dress system used by the Presi­ 
dent in making a speech there. 
The thief removed it from the 
van and stored it in his attic, 
never dreaming it would be trac­ 
ed back to him. Now. the hotel 
has its rug back and the thief 
has six months to serve in the 
local jail. And the Kennedy staff, 
who were questioned by the po­ 
lice. can 
breathe 
easily 
once 
more. 


The mere act 
of 
constituting 
such a reserve in South Vietnam 
might act as a deterrent, causing 
the Communists to draw back. 
But even the potential, condition­ 
al engagement of American com­ 
bat units in Southeast Asia is not 
an attractive prospect, to put it 
mildly. 
On the other hand, the ned for 
this kind of insurance is obvious 
and urgent, on the face of the 
known facts. The South Vietna­ 
mese army has long been engag­ 
ed in a harsh, uphill fight against 
the Communist guerrillas alone. 
The sudden entry of a consider­ 
able force of Communist regulars, 
resulting in a dramatic local suc­ 
cess for the Communists, could 
have irreparable affects on pub­ 
lic confidence and army morale 
After that, it might be a case 
of humpty-dumpty-off-the-wall. 
President Kennedy has repeat­ 
edly said that he would not per­ 
mit a Communist take-over in 
South Vietnam. The increasingly 
threatening 
situation 
there, as 
well as the worsening outlook in 
Laos, caused the last minute in­ 
sertion of the stern paragraph on 
Southeast Asia into the Presi­ 
dent's speech to the U.N 
These are the best pointers to 
the trend of thought in the gov­ 
ernment. Nonetheless, a final de­ 
cision may be deferred for a 
while, despite the risks of not 
taking out insurance at once. One 
reason the decision is extra-com­ 
plex. and therefore extra-difficult, 
is the link between South Viet­ 
nam and the neighboring corridor- 
country. Laos Beyond the South 
Vietnamese 
decision, 
in 
fact, 
there almost certainly lies a Laos 
decision, which looks even uglier.

The match test is done in a 
relatively draft free room with a

The in­ 
dividual takes a deep breath and 
tries to blow out the flame with 
the mouth held wide open The 
latter is important because purs­ 
ing the lips allows a smaller and 
more forceful jet of air to strike 
the flame. 
The Miamians tried the test 
on 158 persons with a w’lde variety 
of 
heart 
and 
lung 
disorders.

titled to point out that the unions 
have raised the actors' pay and 
benefit acale to a point where 
ifs uneconomical to have actors 
so by gosh, the theater is getting 
along wibout them.
